WASHINGTON,  OJPD  — D<'- 
fense  Secretaiy  Robert  S.  Me 
Namara  announced  Thursday 
that  in  line  with  Presidential  ec- 
onomy orders  he  is  closing  or 
nearly  closing  33  miiitaiy  bas(^. 
26  of  them  in  this  country. 

- THE  ACTION  will,  over  a per- 
iod of  up  to  three  and  one-half 
years,  result  in  a “net  loss”  of 
8,500  civilian  jobs,  McNamai-a 
said. 

It  was  evident  that  many  other 
civilian  workers  at  the  bases 
will  have  to  make  long  moves  in 
order  to  keep  their  government 
jobs,  although  no  figure  was  av- 
ailable. The  government  will  pay 
for  any  necessarj'  moving  ex- 
penses. 

THE  ANNOIINCEME?^  was 
expected  but  nonetheless  reac‘- 
tion  from  Congressmen  repre- 
senting the  affected  states  was 
in  most  cases  vociferbus.  Sen, 
Kenneth  B.  Keating,  R-N.Y., 
whose  state  stands  to  lose  seven 
installations,  immediately  intro- 
duced legislation  designed  to  halt 
closing  of  a base  in  an  econom- 
icaliy  depressed  area. 

Rep.  Samuel  S.  Stratton,  D- 
N.Y.,  whose  district  is  losing  the 
Schenectady  Army  Depot,  said 
the  Defense  Department  was 
playing  “fast  and  loose”  with 
New  York  State  and  promised  to 
turn  the  Pentagon  “upside  down” 
before  accepting  the  base  clos- 
ings. 

THE  CLOSINGS  ranged  from 
supply  bases  to  the  sprawling 
Fifth  Army  Headquarters  com 
plex  in  Chicago.  Army  camps 
Chaffee,  Ark.,  and  Leroy  John- 
son, La.,  and  Greenville.  Miss., 
Air  Force  Base. 

. California  is  losing  four  instal- 
lations; Texas,  Alabama  and 
Louisiana  two  each;  and  Arizona, 
Georgia,  Illinois.  Nevada,  Arkan 
sas,  Missisippi,  Nevada.  New 
Hamphire,^  North  Carolina  and 
Ohio  one  each. 

THE  DEFENSE  Department 
said  three  of  the  bases  are  in 
ai'cas  classed  by  the  Labor  D<^ 
partment  as  economically  dt^- 
pressed  -that  is,  with  unemploy- 
ment six  percent  or  higher.  They 
were  identified  as  the  San  Diego. 
Calif.,  Naval  r'epair  facility;  the 
Stockton,  Calif.,  Navy  Storage 
Annex  and  the  Rome,  N.  Y. 
Army  Depot.

Arms  Embargo 
Deemed  Cause 
For  Soviet  Deal 

PARIS,  (UPI)  — Indonesia 
will  turn  to  the  Soviet  Union 
for  weapons  if  Western  nations 
impose  an  embargo  on  arms 
shipments  to  the  island  repub- 
lic, Indonesian  Defense  Minister 
Gen.  Abdul  Haris  Nasution  said 
Thursday. 

NASUTION  accused  Britain  of 
' trying  to  misrepresent”  the  pol- 
icies of  the  government  of  Pres- 
ident Sukarno  and  denied  Indo- 
nesia has  any  territorial  ambi- 
tions. 

He  told  a'  news  conference 
tliat  Britain  is  seeking  to  per- 
suade the  Western  nations  to 
embargo  arms  shipments  to  In- 
donesia and  added: 

“We  have  in  Moscow  a com- 
plete mission  charged  to  take 
immediate  steps  to  replace  any 
contract  Xor  arms  deliveries  tliat 
might  be  canceled." 

Nasution  held  the  conference 
just  before  departing  for  Tokyo. 
He  spent  three  days  in  Paris 
after  visiting  the  United  States, 
the  Soviet  Union,  Yugoslavia  and 
Turkey. 

NASUTION  said  that  his  visit 
here  had  served  to  dispel  rpisun- 
derstandings  about  Indonesia’s 
policies.  He  described  French 
President  Chaiies  De  Gaulle’s 
current  policy  in  Southeast  Asia 
as  “in  line  with  the  non-align- 
mient  policy  practiced  by  my  gov- 
enunent.”

Oklahoma  State  University 
withstood  a late  scoring  surge 
to  outlast  the  Brigham  iToung 
University  Cougars  71-64,  in  an 
intersectional  basketball  game  in 
Provo  Thursday  night. 

THE  MOUNTAIN  Cats  led  in 
the  opening  minutes  of  the  game 
giving  BYU  faiis  high  hopes  of 
beating  the  OSU  Cowboys,  rank-  j 
ed  20th  in  the  nation.  The  Cou-  i 
gars  and  the  Cowboys  played  nip- 
and-tuck  basketball  throughout 
most  of  the  first  half. 

Late  in  the  half,  however,  the 
’Pokes  began  to  put  some  space 
between  the  scores.  Primarily  on 
the  shfxrting  of  junior  forward 
Gary  Hassmann  and  guard  Lar- 
ry Hawk  the  Wranglers  were 
able  to  leave  the  court  at  half 
time  with  an  eleven-point  41-30 
lead. 

THE  CATS  came  back  in  the 
second  half  to  put  pressure  on 
the  OSU  crew  in  the  opening  min- 
utes of  play.  The  Puma  defense 
held  Oklahoma  for  over  three 
minutes  without  a score.  The 
’Pokes  then  came  back  to  score 
three  baskets  in  quick  sufxession. 

From  that  point  on  there  seem- 
ed litle  doubt  that  the  Cowboys 
would  be  victorious.  The  ’Pokes, 
scoring  practically  at  will,  in- 


creased their  lead  to  twenty 
points  at  one  time. 

THE  CATS  did  give  the  crowd 
a thrill  in  the  final  seven  minutes 
of  the  game,  as  they  crept  back 
on  the  shooting  of  John  Fair- 
child  and  Dick  Nemelka  to  with- 
in seven  points  before  time  ran 
out. 

Fairchild,  the  Cougar's’  6-8  cen- 
ter, was  the  high  scorer  for  the 
evening  with  24  points.  Nemelka 
added  16  points. 

High  point  man  for  the  win- 
ners was  center  Gene  Johnson 
with  19  followed  by  Hawk  wdth 
16. 

THE  COUGARS  now  have  one 
day  of  rest  before  they  take  on 
the  Air  Force  Academy  in  Smith 
Fieldhouse  Saturday  night. 

Bringing  with  them  a 2-2  mark, 
the  Falcons  will  be  all  out  to 
better  their  season  record  at  the 
Mountain  Cats  exp>ense.  The  Fal- 
cons have  previously  defeated  the 
Cougars  in  the  1961-62  season 
with  a heart-breaking  (to  the 
Cougars)  taliy  of  68-66. 

SPEARHEADING  the  Falcon 
attack  will  be  Roger  Head  (6-6) 
center,  Sam  Peshut  (6-5)  and 
Rich  Porter  (6-3)  will  be  at  for- 
ward. 

On  the  guard  line  will  be  John

THE  1963-64  edition  of  the  Fal- 


cons actually  highlights  high 
scoring  guards  rather  than  get- 
ting most  of  their  scoring  from 
the  men  up  front,  with  Judd  cur- 
rently leading  the  point  parade 
with  an  18  points  per  game  aver- 
age, and  Pavich  wdth  a 16  PPGA. 

The  Falcons  lost  their  opener 
by  a one  point  margin  to  Missou- 
ri, downed  Western  State  82-68 
and  went  down  to  defeat  at  the 
hands  of  Colorado  70-61.
